the power wires. 
Within 
moments 
firemen 
and 
Sheriff s deputies worked their way 
near the crash and used a 10-foot 
boat hook from a fire engine to drag 
Bottini free from the wreckage. ^ 
The flyer wSBeted

third degree bums on bit body tad 
serious bruises on his face, Keaton 
said. Bottini was pronounced dead 
at the scene of the crash. 
He was identified at the Keaton 
mortuary by a medal, a ring and 
belt buckle. 
Keaton said death was due to 
multiple body injuries including a 
fractured skull and second and third 
degree bums on 40 per cent of the 
body surface. 
PIECED TOGETHER 
It was alter the accident that 
Ban Rafael police, firemen, sheriff’s 
^deputies and highway patrolmen 
could piece together the events 
which led up to the crash. 
Coroner Keaton said: 
“Witnesses who rushed to the 
soese told us Bottini had been a 
visitor to a cocktail lounge during 
the evening and left with the an 
nouncement that I’m going for a 
plane ride!" 
Bottini apparently went to the 
airport, parked his auto and left 
the lights burning to illuminate the 
runway and then “borrowed" a ««ah 
plane belonging to a Stockton man 
who was watching the movie at the 
Motor Movies. 
From the 
accident, repairmen 
from *the Pacific uas and Electric 
company surmised that Bottini was 
flying in from the southeast and 
struck the 85-foot high power tower. 
The crash caused the steel tower to 
buckle about 36 feet from the top 
and fall toward the treatment plant 
of the San Rafael Sanitation dis­ 
trict. The treatment plant was about 
40 feet from the pole. 
The plane, meanwhile, had fallen 
to the ground and burst into flames. 
It was valued at $2200 by John 
dayworth, who had flown it to 
Marin. 
83,$$$ LOSS TO PGAE 
Repairmen were at the crash scene 
at about 11:15 pm. and worked 
steadily until about 8 pm, Sunday 
to erect temporary poles for the 
wires and to remove the twisted 
steel structure. They estimated the 
cost of repair work and the steel 
tower at $3,000. 
Electrical service to parts of Marin 
was interrupted intermittently after 
the crash. 
Bottini, co-owner of a hotel and 
bar to San Rafael, was a licensed 
pilot.

Carelessness In Homes Cause 
Of Thousands Of Child Deaths 
"More than 12,500 children die 
annually as the result of home ac­ 
cidents,” says Dr. Clarice H. Haylett, 
Marin county health officer. Going 
on to report that more than 50,000 
children are permanently crippled 
and about 1,500,000 receive disabling 
injuries in home 
accident* each 
year, she points out that medical 
record* show that these preventable 
home accidents take as many lives 
as pneumonia, diarrhea, enteritis, 
measles, 
diphtheria, 
meningitis, 
whooping cough, scarlet fever and 
polio combined. 
“Accidents happen suddenly, but 
they usually have been a long rime 
to the making,” Dr, Haylett states.

P*ss tge by Congress oi the riddands oil bill 
will eventually free more than $50,000,000 in 
oil funds impounded since 1947 when the Su­ 
preme Court ruled that the tidelands belonged 
to the federal government, not the states. 
We would like to say ,that the bill would im­ 
mediately free the funds t o their designated 
use in our state affairs. But it appear* probable 
that at least a year will go by before final tech­ 
nicalities are cleared up to free the *$51,565,* 
IS4 in the fund. 
As a result the money will not be available 
lor consideration in the HI5S-54 budget, which 
t o state legislature is now -pondering.

A $50,000,000 fund in one lump sum is some­ 
thing whkh politicians amid use. It would 
make possible the balancing of Governor War-* 
ren’s proposed budget this year without making 
any cuts. It could be used in scores of way*. 
There is not a legislator in Sacramento who 
would not like to cut off a chunk of it for some 
development in his district Yet all of these are 
short-term benefits not to be compared with 
long range planning. 
In addition to this, however, the rovalitie* 
have only begun. The state controller's office 
estimates that new royalties will flow in at the 
rate of $10,000,000 per year. Some legislators 
say it will be far more than that. One estimated 
it would be “hundreds of millions of state rev­ 
enue before long"; another declared that geol­ 
ogists say there are vast untapped pools up and 
down t o coast. The real meaning of t o state 
getting the tidelands back “has yet to unfold," 
he insists. 
When these things happen will be plenty of 
time for the legislators to consider changing the 
formula disbursement of the royalties. When 
the time comes that the income exceed* the 
needs of our beaches and parks, then will be 
the time to a change.

It is not beyond the realm of imagination to con­ 
sider that some wearied, disgruntled, disillusion­ 
ed or character weak United States pilot might 
fly one of our modem planes to Russi* if he 
thought he could get away with it.

There are those who dispute this 
and say a «uprising number of 
oldsters can be rehabilitated. Once 
rehabilitated, however, the ques­ 
tion of where to put the patients 
arises. 
A conference of state commis­ 
sions on tging last year recom­ 
mended some kind of community 
service to provide individualised 
care when the patient is ready to 
return to his home community but 
reported little has been done to 
accomplish this. 
EVEN IF CURES are possible, 
more institutional 
faculties 
for 
care of the senile are needed, and 
the need is mounting. Thé National 
Lutheran Council recently called 
the lack of faculties for the in­ 
firm aged appaling and said the 
situation “is almost an emergen­ 
cy” 
One problem in care of the se- 
nUe is lack of public interest in 
the patients. Executive Director 
Sidney Entman of the Hebrew 
Home for the Aged, Jacksonville, 
Fla* said he has patients who “go 
year after year without anyone 
coming in to say hello.” 
The aged don’t have the emo­ 
tional appeal that children in a 
hospital do, for instance. Some 
people, said Entman, are repulsed 
by the aged patients. 
What can be done about that? 
“You must remember that you 
might be like that yourself some 
day,- said Mrs. Mae T. Clark, 
nurse in charge of senile patients 
at the Florida State Hospital

SOME 36 YEARS ago, the legis­ 
lature adopted laws regulating the 
manufacture and sale of imitation 
Ice cream. These regulation*, how­ 
ever, were so strict that no serious 
attempt was made by manufac­ 
turers to put the product on the 
market.

Freezer boxes have been intro­ 
duced in grocery stores, and the 
legislative intent at that 
time,

dessert off the market through 
over-regulation, 
apparently

wholly dissimilar to the attitude 
today. 


FROM ALL INDICATIONS, the 
bureaucratic 
determination 
t o 
maintain the old laws and keep a 
multi-million dollar industry from 
functioning In California, hinges 
on the definition of the word 
“place.” 
The old law prohibits the sale 
of any product “which has the 
appearance ’ of ice cream in any 
“place” which deals in ice cream. 
Arbitrarily, and without written 
instructions from 
the 
attorney 
general, O. A. Ghiggoile, chief of 
the bureau, has ruled 
that 
a 
“place” means a store or building» 
a ruling which effectively pre­ 
cludes marketing the dessert even 
in a freeze box entirely separata 
and apart from any storage fa­ 
cilities for fee-cream. 
Consequently, grocers are in a 
dilemma. They have the choid 


SOME GROCERY 
representa­ 
tives point out their profit is as 
much or more on the new prod- 
I uct as it is on ice-cream. They 
also point to the tests made by 
some 40 dairymen last summer in 
which approximately 30 in a blind 
test, chose the imitation product 
as being the best. Grocer* wonder 
why they should continue to han­ 
dle ice-cream at all? 
The bureau of 
dairy 
control 
turned down 139 applications for 
licenses, which cost $5 per year. 
It is estimated that more than 
3000 outlets intended to apply for 
license to sell the new product. 
Many 
of 
the.«* 
applications, 
however,* may be held up until 
the legislature has time to act mi 
more law» concerning imitation 
ice-cream. The last plan of the 
dairy distributor lobbyists was to 
amend the present law to permit 
the new product to be sold any­ 
place.

W a s h in g t o n oj.pj—w hat hap­ 
pens, militarily, if Korea truce talks 
collapse again 
There is no ready 
answer. Each of the possible courses 
seem fraught with hasards of one 
sort or another. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, when a- 
waiting inaugration as president, 
went to the Far East five months 
ago to appraise steps that could 
bring an honorable end to the war 
Since then the UJ§., responding to 
an offer by the Communists, has 
resumed discussions at Panmunjom. 
Last Friday Elsenhower and his 
State and Defense D erailm ent ad­ 
visers got together to discuss the 
latest Red truce proposals. 
If they prove unacceptable, what 
then? 
Will the United Nattons forces 
continue to stand where they are, 
holding a fine held for two years? 
Or turn to an attempt to béat the 
enemy on the field, or get out? 
Sen. Ferguson (R-Mich) told an 
NBC television audience yesterday; 
“If we do not get a settlement . . . 
then I think America will take steps 
which ought to be taken to assure 
victory.” 
Eisenhower and his military com­ 
manders cannot, by themselves, de­ 
cide the course. There are the wishes 
of other Allied nations In the Kor­ 
ean War to he considered. And the 
enemy might have his own ideas. 
Continuing to hold on the present 
battle line can have military dis­ 
advantages. Even standing s t i l l 
costs casualties—300 to 600 a week 
among U. S. forces. And the Reds 
use the time to reinforce their al­ 
ready forbidding front-line struc­ 
tures and extend their defenses far 
to the rear to contain any U. N. 
breakthrough. Moreover, the Tru­ 
man administration was criticized 
for the stalemated situation of the 
war.
